for it. There has been altogeth- 
er too much emotionalism dis- 
played by public figures over 
this issue, Pesticides are a ne- 
cessary adjunct to modern agri- 
culture, and the public would 
soon pay in higher prices and 
lower quality if emotion is al- 
lowed to prevail and to bar the 
use of these necessary chemicals 

Pesticides are poisons and 
must be handled as such. Fed- 
era] and state regulations pro- 
vide that no toxic residues dan- 
gerous to health shall remain on 
er in foodstuffs, These regula- 
tions include stringent enforce- 
ment provisions and are effec- 
tively administered to protect 
the public. There is no record 
of anyone having become ill or 
having died because of eating 
foods processed according to re- 
EKulatjons. It would be highly 
unprofitable to the farmer and 
tó the chemical-industry to per- 
mit this to happen. 

Tliness and death have oc- 
curred as the result of misuse 
of pesticides. In fact it has hap- 
pened in Belle Glade a number 
of times, Careless handling of 
concentrated formulations has 
occurred, and laborers have 
been known to carry parathion 
home to use against household 
pests. This should never be 
done, but it will not be prevent- 
ed by passing more laws. 

One wonders why the law- 
makers don't become emotional 


ways that kills hundreds of 
times more people than are ac- 
| cidentially killed by the misuse 
of pesticides. Do they have a 
vested interest in poor roads, the 
sale of unsafe used cars, or that 
extra hour or two to keep the 
bars open until some drivers are 
too drunk to be on the road.
